SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Camp YMAC is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office considers that the publication exploits young persons for 
sexual purposes. The trailer, Bonus Blast From The Past, presents three teenagers 
(of around thirteen to sixteen years) frolicking in a juvenile manner in a swimming pool 
and then engaging in acts of fellatio and anal intercourse. As the trailer focuses upon 
the juvenile behaviour, youthful characteristics, and sexual conduct of the participants 
and is clearly intended for the purpose of sexual arousal, it is considered that the 
publication tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
The exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes falls under section 3(2) of the 
Films, Videos and Publications Act 1993. Section 3(2) is a deeming provision which 
can not be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Excisions were recommended in order to 
make the publication available for an adult audience. However, the official assignee 
declined to make the excisions, thus the publication is classified objectionable. 
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
